On 16 Jarnwary, the Netionalist le Army was moving south fron Tsinan along the 
Tsin-Pu /iienteain-Pokouf Rallway. This move was coordinated with a southward 
évive by the 73 Army from Po-shan (117-51, 36-32). The forward echelons expect 
to converge on Lai-we (117-39, 36-15), thas forming a pincer movement that will 
isolate S000 Communists of the 1 Garricon Brigade in the mountains {at approxi~ 
nuebely 117915, 36-25). This maneuver has greatly weakened the western sector of 
the Chiso-Chi /Teingtao-Tainan/ Railway and the security of Tsinan. 
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
